Had the Dependent Pension bill  been
signed it is very probable that some unde-
serving men would have been benefitted by
it. It is absurd to say that this was any rea-
son for refusing to sign the bill.

If the president is determined to sign no
bills that will by any chance favor undesery-
ing men, he had better empty his inkstand
and throw away his pen, for he will never
sien another bill.

There was never a general beneficiary bill
passed that did not give nnworthy men an
advantage which they should not have had,
and there never will be. It is inevitable, in
the very nature of things, that in general
legislation men will be benefitted who should
not receive anything.

Shall 990 worthy and deserving men be de-
nied their rights because one onworthy one
may get that to which he has no claim?
This is absurd.

According to Mr, Cleveland’s reasoning a
pavmaster in the arnay would be justified in
refusing to pay a regiment of fighting men
beeause e would have to pay also a half-doz-
en skulkers and eowards.—National Tribune,

Why should not this heavy hur(lml be lift-
ed from the shoulders where it now rests
and be put upon the stronger ones of the
General Government, which had the benefit
of the youthful strength and health of these
now broken men?—National Tribune.
